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Rockefeller ‘Shocked’ 
By Section Defending 
Extremism for Liberty 

Republicans Defer 
Vote Drive Until 
After Labor Day

SAN FRANCISCO, July 
17 — Sen. Barry Goldwater 
pinned a big “LBJ for Ex- 
President” button on his 
lapel today as he called on 
the new Republican Na- 
tional Committee to help 
defeat the Chief Executive 
in the November election. 

The Arizona Senator’s run- 
ning mate. Rep. William E. 

Miller, told newsmen that the 
campaign will not get under 
way with a full head of steam 
until after the Democrats 
choose a running mate for Mr. 

Johnson and write their plat- 
form in Atlantic City next 
month. 

-That means the campaign 
really will begin just after 
Labor Day, long the custom. 

Will Rely on TV 

Miller said detailed plans 
have yet to be worked out but 
that in preliminary discus- 1 
sions there has been talk of 
Goldwater relying on nation- 
wide television talks and other 
TV appearances including 
panel shows and mass news 



conferences to obtain the 
widest possible “exposure” at 
any one time. 

The new vice presidential 
candidate added that “I might 
do the whitle-stopping if there 
is to be any” of that tradi- 
tional type of campaigning. 

Miller proceeded to give a 
press conference demonstra- 
tion of the slashing type of at- 
tack he will wage. In reply to 
a Polish correspondent’s query 
on whether he rejected a 
peaceful coexistence policy to- 
ward the Soviet Union, Miller 
ripped Communists and com- 
munism and declared that “we 
don’t think there is any dis- 
tinction” among Chinese, So- 
viet or Cuban Communists. 

Cites Karl Marx 

Miller took as his premise 
the belief that communism is 
not a political philosophy hut 
a religion and that Karl Marx 
wrote long ago in the Com- 
munist Manifesto that from 
time to time Communists will 
“join hands with the bourgeois 
enemy.” Given that premise, 
he said, “you can’t talk about 
coexistence.” 

In a fiery performance, he 
said that while “we don’t in- 
tend to start a war, we’re not 
going to accommodate them” 
on such matters as wheat sales, 
credits or “saying Cuba is just 
a nuisance,” a crack at a state- 
ment by Democratic Sen. J 
William Fulbright of Arkansas. 

“You can’t do business with 
Communists,” Miller con- 
cluded. 

Miller is the outgoing GOP 
National Chairman and he 
and Sen. Goldwater both com- 
plimented the Senator’s'

Dirksen Suggests 
That Garification 
May Be Needed

SAN FRANCISCO, July 
17 — Republican. Presiden- 
tial candidate Barry Gold- 
water’s acceptance speech 
last night touched off new 
intra-Party bitterness today 
instead of healing old 
wounds. 

Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller 
of New York, who had prom- 
ised after Sen. Goldwater’s 
nomination Wednesday to 
work for Party harmony, led 
off today with a sharp attack 
on the candidate’s defense of 
extremism. 

And Charles H. Percy, Re- 
publican nominee for Gover- 
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Negroes cautioned by 
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nor of Illinois, called on Sen. 
Goldwater for an explanation, 
of his remarks. ' 

Another suggestion that clar- 
ification was needed came 
from Senate Minority Leader 
Everett M. Dirksen (R-Hi). In- 
terviewed on a Chicago radio 
station, 'Dirksen said Sen. 
Goldwater may have edited ex- 
planatory language out of hi's 
speech. “I’m going to make an 
inquiry about it some time,” 
Dirksen said. 

At a meeting of the new Re- 
publican National Committee, 
Benjamin F. Dillingham II of 
Hawaii, who described himself 
as a dedicated Goldwater sup- 
porter, denounced reports that 
he said indicated a Nation- 
wide purge of Republican 
moderates was under way. 

Challenges Rockefeller 

Not backing down an inch. 
Sen. Goldwater demanded that 
Rockefeller “put in writing 
what his definition of extrem- 
ism is.” 

“Would the Governor fight 
for his life?” the Senator 



asked. “That would be an ex- 
treme action. Is it extreme ac- 
tion for our boys to give their 
lives in Viet-Nam?” 

The Goldwater paragraph 
that caused the outcry was the 
only one that was underlined 
in the text provided to news- 
men by Goldwater headquar- 
ters. It said: 



mvucimsm m me aeiense 
of liberty is no vice. Modera- 
tion in the pursuit of justice 
is no virtue.” 

John S. Knight of the 
Knight newspaper chain, who 
interviewed Sen. Goldwater 
after his nomination, said that

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while the GOP candidate is' 
certain the Party can unite be- 
hind his candidacy, he has 
“mo immediate plans ' to 
achieve that desired end.”. 

Knight wrote: 

“I gather that Goldwater 
thought Gov. Nelson A: 
Rockefeller was unhappy. But 
he expressed no views as to 
how his chief rival in the pri- 
maries could be brought -over 
to the cause of Republican 
unity.” 

Miller Urges Unity 

Vice presidential candidate 
William E. Miller urged Party 
unity at ,a news conference 
and said he was opposed to 
purges and to splinter parties. 

But Miller backed Sen. 
Goldwater’s extremism state- 
ment with the comment that 
“when you are promoting a 
cause that is right, being ex,- 
treme is not to be censured. 

“Now is the time to welcome 
into the Party all Republi- 
cans, independents and disen- 
chanted Democrats,” Miller 
said. 

While he said he had not 
heard a word from Sen. Ken- 
neth B. Keating, a New York 
Republican who has opposed 
Sen. Goldwater, Miller said 
he did not interpret that as 
opposition and hoped that the 
New York Conservative Party 
would not put a candidate in 
the field against Keating. 

Walkout Denied

. had staged a walkout. Today, 
j Keating called this interpreta- 
tion “ridiculous.” He said he

had lieen anxious to avoia ne- 
ing caught in a traffic jam en 
route back to his hotel. His 
press secretary, Beryl Reu- 
bens, said Keating has had a 
cold and had been stuck in the 
crowd for half an hour the 
night before. 

As the routine meeting of 
the National Committee was 
about to end, Dillingham arose 
to make an emotional plea for 
Party harmony and, to . de- 
nounce what he called a 
purge threat. 

He told newsmen later that 
Lloyd T. Waring, New Eng- 
land coordinator for the Gold- 
water campaign, had been say- 
ing that Sen. Leverett B. Sal- 
tonstall of Massachusetts and 
former Ambassador Henry Ca- 
bot Lodge should he purged. 

Bruce Crane, new National 
Committeeman from Mas- 
sachusetts, said he personally 
had heard Waring oh televi- 
sion name Saltonstall and 
Lodge, but was not sure he 
had used the word “purge.” 

“But that was the gist of it,” 
Crane said. 

Even before Goldwater 
spoke last night, Gov. George 
Romney of Michigan said he 
would ally himself with Gold- 
water only if he was convinced 
his campaign would be con- 
ducted in “a responsible man- 



ner, free of hate-peddling and 
fear-spreading.” 

Gov. William W. Scranton of 
Pennsylvania sat through the 
Goldwater speech with a 
stony expression on his face. 
His only comment after was 
that it was “a strong speech.” 

Rockefeller Statement 

In a statement twtejr, Rocke : 
feller called Goldwater’s ex-, 
tremism .statement “danger- 
ous, irresponsible and fright- 
ening.” ' . ■ 

Goldwater’s defense of ex- 
tremism, which was a major 
convention and platform 
issue, drew the biggest ap- 
plause of his acceptance ad- 
dress. 

But Rockefeller said he 
listened to it with “amaze- 
ment and shock.” ; 

“Any sanction of lawless- 
ness, of the vigilantes and of 
the unruly mob can only be 
deplored,” the Governor said. 

The Goldwater statement 
“raised the gravest of ques- 
tions in the minds and hearts 
and souls of Republicans in 
every corner of our Party,” 
said the man who led the 
primary fight against the 
nominee and was loudly 
booed by the convention. 

“The extremism of the Com- 



munists, of the Ku Klux KTan 
aiid of the John Birch Society 
— like that of most terrorists — 
has always been claimed by 
such groups to be in the de- 
fense of liberty,” Rockefeller 
said. 

At a news conference, the 
Illinois gubemational candi- 
date, Percy, who voted for 
Sen. Goldwater, said that Sen. 
Gbldwater’s ; statement ' “was 
subject to considerable mis- 
interpretation.” 

“I could not agree with 
him,” Percy said. 

Percy was one of the minor- 
ity at the convention who sup- 
ported an amendment to the 
platform that would have 
criticized extremist organiza- 
tions. 

Asked if he now thought 
extremists had taken control 
of the GOP, Percy replied: 

“I do not believe the con- 
trol of the Party machinery — 
Congress, state central com- 
mittees, the financial organ- 
ization — is now in the hands 
of extremists.” 

Asked if there was a deep 
cleayage between him and 
Sen. Goldwater, Percy said: 
“I don’t think there is a cleav- 
age; I think that what we need 
is a clarity of thought.”
